Dear Members: 


You will probably read about our new Junior Encouragement Pro- 
gram elsewhere in this Issue. We hope that by encouraging local coin 
clubs to make an effort to attract young people to coin collecting, we 
will be doing a lot to further the future of numismatics throughout 


northern California. 


But that is just a start. We would like to help coin clubs with 
their club libraries and to serve as a source for speakers. We want to 
continue our efforts to spread the work about coin shows organized by 
coin clubs, especially in this era of competition from commerical shows. 
We also plan on continuing to make our 'Coin Club List!’ available to 
those who are interested. In addition, of course, we want to continue 
to publish and distribute NCNA Heads and Tales. 


We would like to do other things and start other projects. We just 
do not want to be an organization that merely runs an extremely success- 
ful Show and Convention each September and then sits on the profits. 
However, to these other projects and services, first we have to resolve 
a problem. 


Our problem is in participation from our Club Members at our Board 
of Directors meetings. NCNA is a far-flung organization, so it is not 
easy to see why coin clubs in cities such as Eureka and Fresno cannot ee 
send a delegate to San Francisco; yet, most other coin clubs could send 
a delegate or two at least once per year. Instead, it is not uncommon 
to see only four to six coin clubs represented out of the twenty-one 
coin clubs that are NCNA Club Members. 


What is the result? Those who do attend often take on more than 
they should have to. For example, Denis Hooker has been our Bourse 
Chairman for eons now, and last year, he also took on the job of Pub- 
licity Chairman for lack of volunteers. Michael S. Turrini single- 
handedly creates NCNA Heads and Tales, writing, typing, addressing, 
and mailing each Issue. Edward Sins, our long-time Treasurer, also does 
our 'Coin Show Schedule'. At the risk of forgetting other people, 
Lillian Hooker, 0.L. Wallis, Stuart Denton, Bill Morgan, and others 
have been doing more than their fair-share for countless years also. 


So why don't you, whether you are a coin club officer or not, 
give some thought to joining us. It is not demanding: we only meet five 
times a year, always on Sunday afternoons. As President, I will assure 
you our Board of Directors meetings will be crisp and efficient, oe- 
ginning at 1:30pm sharp and finishing up by 4:00pm. 


NCNA needs your help to keep doing what NCNA has done so well and 
to try and actually do new things and projects. Our organization is a 
fine one, and I am sure that you will consider the effort as time well

NUMIA FACTS: Numismatic Knowledge and Histary 


Carson City Mint, Nevada 


The only mint bearing a double letter mintmark (CC), it began pro- 
duction in 1870 to handle gold and silver from the mines of the western 
States. Silver coins from ten cents through one dollar and gold Half 
Taegan Bagles, and double Eagles were minted there. It was closed in 
1893 due to low production. It is now a museum and is considered to be 
one of the ten best regional museums in the United States. Two of the 
main attractions are the complete sterling silver tea service from the 
USS Nevada, the battleship, which was salvaged prior to her Sinking at 
Bikini, and a full scale model of a mine.
